George Eliot, one of the greatest novelists <)1 


our time, and perhaps the. best equipped in 
point of scholarship of any time, was born at 
CUlvers Out™, in England, on the 22d of 
November,, 1819. Her father, Robert Rvans, 
was a tend agent and valuer of estates, and 
at Griff house, on the Arbury estate, this 
most wonderful woman of the present century 
spent the nj-st 30 years of her life. She was 
named Mary Ann, afterward softened. Into 
Marian, and with all her fame, her own 
name, Marian Evans, never appeared on but 
one of her books, and that a translation. Her 
early life was by no moans as humble 
as has often 
been, represented. . Her 


father was a man of remarkable' deter- 
mination, . scrupulous 
probity, 
and 


dcvoutnessof spirit, as well as variod practi- 
cal knowledge. Her mother was an active, 
practical, shrewd woman, who died while the 
future George Eliot was 1? years old. This 
great genius was not a precocious child as re- 
gards'books. It is even recorded that she 
learned to read with some dlfliculty. At the 
age of 5 she was. sent to a .small boarding 
school, and at » was transferred to a larger 
school, where sheremained until 13, when she 
was sent to a still better citadel of learning 
until she was 10. From that until she wrote 
her first story, at tho age of 37, sho was an 
indefatigable student of learning and science, 
encouraged and directed during a largo part 
of the time by some of tho most accomplished 
and able minds of England. She knew all 
tho popular modern languages as well as He- 
brew and Greek, and between tho years of 1842 
and 1857, her literary judgment nnrt style 
were 
fashioned by the 
work she did 


as associate editor of The Westminster 
and as CO-, tribntor to other periodicals. This 
and contact with the lx>st brains of tho realm 
equipped her for her future workas a novelist 
with all the thought, tho erudition and the 
science of her time. ller first story was "The 
Sad Fortunes of the RovorondAmos JJarton ' 


George H. Lowes, tho author, only broken by 
his death, Nov. 28, 1878. In May tho follow- 
ing year (1878) she married John Walter 
Cross, and on Doc. 23, 1880, sho died and was 
buried in Highgate cemetery next to Mr. 
Lewes. Her spirit joined that choir invisible 
"whoso musir. is tho gladness of tho world."
